Lafayette and Hip 
the New* to 
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PUZZLEO THE JAILERS. 


FHende Whistled 
One Another. 


After the battle of Yorktown the 
Marquis Lafayet .e, who did such 
good service for this country dur¬ 
ing the Revolution,, returned to 
France and took « very active part 
in politics. In 1792 he opposed the 
Jacobins, and when they came into 
power he was deprived of his com¬ 
mand in the army of the frontier. 

In company wi ;h 6ome of his gen¬ 
eral officers he find to Liege, where 
all of them were seized by the Aus¬ 
trians and for a long time impris¬ 
oned in the cas le of Olmutz, in 
Moravia. 

Their life was a very lonely one. 
Each of them wts kept in solitary 
confinement, but their apartments 
were so arranged that they were all 
within hearing of one another when 
standing at the windows. This fact 
suggested to them a method of com¬ 
municating with each other without 
any outsider beirg able to under¬ 
stand the meaning of what they 
were doing, and the following in¬ 
genious plan was jdecided upon and 
carried out: 

There were at that time in Paris 
many popular ba lads which were 
sung at the comers of the streets 
and other public nlaees. The words 
belonging to the junes were famil¬ 
iar to everybody, $nd to strike up a 
few of the notes was to recall to 
memory the words that accompa¬ 
nied them. 

Bv this means the prisoners suc¬ 
ceeded in. composing for themselves 
a vocal vocabulary!. They whistled 
certain parts of the airs at their 
windows, and in k short time the 
vocabulary became so complete and 
comprehensive thit two or three 
notes from each ^ir formed their 
alphabet. 

In this way th^y communicated 
news to each other about their fam¬ 
ilies and many oilier subjects, and 
when one of theiti was fortunate 
enough to secure aj copy of the Ga¬ 
zette de France, tAe Paris newspa¬ 
per, he whistled tie‘contents of it 
to his companions jin captivity. 

The commandanjt of the fortress 
was told about tjhese mysterious 
concerts, and he determined that 
he would find out vhat they meant. 

He spent hours in listening to the 
whistling and set n*en to listen, but 
the whole thing was a mystery' to 
him. Indeed, the rfiost skillful solv¬ 
er of puzzles would have been un¬ 
able to detect the intention and real 
expression of the notes heard. 

Then he ordered that the whis¬ 
tling should stop, but the prisoners 
paid no attention tp the order, and 
at last, tired out and baffled, V* 
stopped trying to prevent what he 
coula not understand.-—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat, j
